tain. 
Hit By Lightning, Believed. 

Bill Cutter, T. A. T. picot, who 
flew over the wreckage this afternoon 
reported that the wings had been 
burned away apparently following an 
explosion. He was unable to see the 
bodies, but expressed the belief that 
the eight occupants of the machine 
had been carried to their death 
against the side of the peak, one of 
the highest in the southern Rocky 
Mountain range. 

An Associated Press staff man fly- 
ing low over Mount Taylor reported 
on his return to Albuquerque that the 
plane apparently had been struck by 
lightning before it crashed on the 
mountain side barely 500 feet from 
the top of the peak. Back of it, lin- 
ing the swath it cut in the dense 
growth of trees on the southern slope, 
were trees with limbs shorn off by 
fire, he said. 

This, he held, would indicate that 
the ship was aflame when it struck 
the mountain and _ the probability 


was, he believed, that it was struck 


into the jagged recesses of the al- 
most uninhabited region. 
To Reach Plane Today. 

A 10-mile trek on pack horses and 
another 10 miles on trucks faced the 
main party that was pushing into the 
wilderness of heavily forested moun- 
taineous regiou for the bodies of the 
eight victims.

IS TAKEN BY DEATH

' Bought Store Here. 

In 1884, when the present site of 
the. Fourth National bank at Five 
Points was occupied by the old Nor- 
cross building, Dr. Jacobs moved to 
Atlanta from Athens, where he had 
launched his first business enterprise 
on $1,500 he had borrowed, and pur- 
chased the Walter Taylor drug store, 
located on the corner now occupied 
by the bank. From this small be- 
ginning the business has grown into 
an organization that will number 16 
stores by September 15 of this year. 


In the office of this southern pio- 
neer and master pharmacist there 
stuod two carved figures. One was 
a miniature replica of Dr. Crawford 
W. Long’s majestically sculptured por- 
trait in the national Hall of Fame. 
the other a unique representation of 
a negro lad mixing drugs with mortar 
and pestle. 


In all the extensive and costly col- 
lection that was gathered together by 
this eminent Georgian, these two me- 
mentoes had the least claim, perhaps, 
to intrinsic value, but the great sen- 
timental attachment with which Dr. 
Jacobs regarded the figures was well 
known to those who knew their posi- 
tion of prominence in his office, and 
the reason behind the sentiment was 
as readily discerned by any casual 
follower of his boyhood history and 
initiation into pharmaceutics, 

Symbolic Meaning. 

To those who made themselves fa- 
miliar with the career of the renown- 
ed pharmacist, and his rise from the 
young graduate, undetermined whether 
to plunge into the business world or to 
confine himself to teaching the science 
he loved, the statuette of Dr. 
and the crude wood carving of the 
negro lad had symbolic mear\ngs re- 
vealing, better than anything else, 
the man within the man. 


Beneath the surface of historical 
incidents concerning the life of Dr. 
Jacobs lies his individual character, 
providing the factors of accomplish- 
ment, but, far more important, mark- 
ing and explaining the man as an in- 
dividual. With Dr. Jacobs it was 
devotion to bis profession, the sei- 
ence of preparing drugs for medicinal 
use and for administering relief to 
those who suffered. And again, it 
was his will to withstand privation 
and to work untiringly and intelli- 
gently in the science he loved so well. 
These two characteristics of the 
man, displayed by him throughout his 
life, are interestingly symbolized by 
the two statutory fixtures which had 
such prominent positions in his of- 
fice.

Was Well-Known Here. 
Jury Blames Jealousy 
for Act. 


Orlando, Fla., September 7.—()— 
That Loring Brown, 62-year-old dairy- 
man of Pinecastle, killed his 34-year- 
old. wife by firing three bullets into 
her body and then took ‘his. own life 
with four other shots from the same 
pistol, was the verdict returned late 
today by a coroner's jury impanelled 
before Justice of the Peace H. W. 
Wallace, of Pine Castle. 

Brown killed his wife in a fit of 
jealousy over attentions paid to her 


by other men, members of the jury 
believed. 

Sheriff Frank Karel, who headed 
the investigation, introduced as evi- 
dence a letter dated on Friday and 
found in Brown’s pocket. The letter, 
which was addressed to Brown’s son- 
in-law. Alton Hill, of Orlando, in- 
formed him that insurance papers 
and other effects would be found in 
a safety deposit box of an Orlando 
bank and that should anything hap- 
pen Hill would find $60 in Brown's 
pocket and in his left sock. 
Brown concluded his letter with “T 
have to do what I do to protect other 
homes. Your father, Loring Brown.” 


Worked for Brown. 


Marvin Burroughs, a milk route 
driver for the Brown dairy, testified 
at the inquest that he had been work- 
ing for Brown for five months. Bur- 
roughs said he had heard talk in Pine 
Castle of his attentions to Mrs. Brown 
and that yesterday he went to Brown 
and told him of this talk and asked 
for his discharge.

146 KNOWN DEAD 
IS LATEST TOTAL 
IN LUZON TYPHOON 


Manila, September 7.—( The 
number of known deaths inf/the ty- 
phoon which swept souther Luzon 
island early this week jumped to 146 
today as additional reports told of 
the havoc wrought in a_ half-dozen 
provinces. 

The town of Infanta, on the west- ; 
ern coast of Tayabas province, re- 
ported 50 persons dead. Three army 
airplanes carrying Red Cross work- 
ers flew to Infanta, which is almost 
due west of Manila, and reported that 
conditions were deplorable there. 

Only eight houses were left stand- 
ing in the town, said the Red Cross 
report, and the populace experienced 
an acute food shortage. A navy relief 
ship will be sent down the coast to- 
morrow carrying physicians, nurses 
and supplies for the stricken areas, 

The water shortage, caused when 
the typhoon broke a big main leading 
from Montalban to Manila, continued 
today.

AS STEAMER SINKS 


School Children Die in 
Finnish Sea as Vessel 
Founders in Heavy 
Storm.

Helsingfors, Finland, September 7. 
(P)—At least 80 lives Were lost today, 
including those of many children going 
to their homes to spend Sunday, when 
the Finnish steamer Kuru sank in a 
heavy storm. 

There were 200 passengers on 
board. Many-were in the cabins when 
the disaster suddenly occurred and it 
was believed that the heavy death 
roll resulted from the inability of 
these to get on deck when the fore 
part of the vessel suddenly dipped 
into the sea. 

The rescue of many was effected by 
the steamer Jarganne while other pas- 
sengers were washed ashore al’ve with 
lifebelts supporting them. 
the extrenie confusion in the port and 
the heavy weather outside which pre- 


vented any boats from going to the 
rescue, it was impossible late  to- 


night to ascertain the exact number 
saved. 

The Kuru had sailed from Tammen- 
fors this afternoon and had only just 
cleared the harbor when the bow 


dipped into a huge wave and _ the 
steamer failed to right itself. Some 
passengers succeeded in getting into a 
lifeboat but the heavy seas upset it. 
Some of this party were able to cling 
to the over*urned craft until they 
ware rescued, ma ee 
The steamer turned over completely 
before sinking. Many of those washed.

the opinion that there can be no com- 
promise or consolidation of the ws 
and the county school systems which 
would benefit the county school sys- 
tem, and that. therefore it would be 
unwise to appoint any committee from 
the county board to confer with city 
school officials with the view of a 
compromise or consolidation, as has 
been suggested, 

Members of the Fulton county 
board, or some of them at least, be- 
lieve, it seems, that any consolida- 
tion of the two systems which would 
in any way change or affect the yea 
ent county school system would be 
detrimental and not beneficial to the 
county schools, . They believe, it is 
understood, that the Atlanta school 
system should, if it is not satisfae- 
tory to the people of Atlanta, be made 
a part of the eounty school system, 
without changing or disturbing in any 
way the existing county school sys- 
tem, as was done several years ago 
by the cities of East Point and Col- 
lege Park.

Eckener was born 61 years ago in 
Flenstedt, Schleswig - Holstein, the 
northernmost town in Germany. The 
son of a tobaeco importer, from his 
boyhood he bad a passion for the sea 
and he had been endowed with that 
mariner’s second sense in the wae of 
the weather. 


With his eyes, clear and blue as a 


china doll’s even today, he could glean 


from the clouds the secrets of storms 
still unborn, and the ocean waves 
beckoned to him as to d friend. He 
wanted te become a sailor, but the 
elder Eckener had other, and less ro- 
mantic, plans for the youth, 

At his father’s insistence Eckener 
went to college, graduating at Munich 
with a doctorate in economics and po- 
litieal science. He married and as a 
concession to his old dreams of roam- 
ing the endless roads of the sea, he 
went on a honeymooh around the 
world, tlien he settled down to a lands- 
man’s. life and quickly achieved a 
growing reputation as a writer and 
publicist. 

The love of boats and water was 
still strong in his, heart, however, 
and he shortly moved to Friedrichs- 
hafen, the southernmost town in Ger- 
many, so that he might occasionally 
go for a sail on Lake Constance. At 
Friedrichshafen he found the Zep- 
pelin experiments under way. 

The blunt young German with the 
close-cropped hair standing straight 
up in the fashion which still gives 
an expression of constant surprise to 
his long. face, looked at these primi- 
tive dirigibles poling clumsily about 
the sky and he laughed. With the 
rest of Germany, the rest of the world, 
he decided that Count Zeppelin’s 
dream was a nightmare. 

Young Eckener laughed, and his 
laugh was worse than that of many 
others, because he did his laughing 
in print, 

Count Zeppelin read the articles 
ridiculing his experiments. He was 
a man wise in other things than the

Scoffed by Meteorologist 


Washington, September 7.—(#)— 
Producing cool weather by diffusing 
gas through the atmosphere, as has 
been suggested by a German inven- 


tor, is a good idea, in the opinion of 


William J. Humphreys, meteorological 
physicist of the weather bureau—only 
it cannot be worked. 

Dr. Humphreys placed the proposal 
of Christian Smudt Alexander to cool 
Havana by releasing gas at an alti- 
tude of 300 to 500 feet in the same 
category with hundreds of suggestions 
for practical rainmaking, all of which 
he has scouted. 

“They sound well, but they don’t 
work,” said Dr. Humphreys. The best 
chance would be to release liquified 
air or another gas much cooler than 
that atmosphere. Assuming that gas 
100 degrees colder than the air’s tem- 
perature could be obtained, it would 
be necessary to release 125,000 tons 


of it—at an altitude of 500 feet—in 
order to reduce the temperature 10 
degrees over an area of one square 
mile.” 

Such a volume would be necessary, 
he explained, because gases when 
mixed reach a mean temperature. He 
computed the 125,000 tons on the basis 


of volume and weight, assuming that 
gas 100 =a colder would reduce 
one-tenth of its volume by 10 de- 
grees, 

Furthermore, the government sci- 
entist argued, merely decreasing tem- 
perature would not eliminate discom- 
fort, which results, he reminded, 
largely from humidity. More funda- 
mental, he suggested, would be a plan 
to remove the moisure from the air in 
dwellings, simultaneously with cooling 
it by refrigerating systems.

Longest List of Applications 
On Record To Be Re- 
viewed This Week. 


Tallahassee, Fla., September 7— 
(P)—Facing the longest list of clem- 
ency applications in the history of 
the state, members of the state board 
of pardons today prepared for one of 
the busiest periods next week they 
have ever known.

Bad Nauheim.—One knows very 
little about a country unless he has 
traveled considerably in the interior. 
Most Americans know Paris, Biarritz, 
Deauville, Nice, the resorts such \as 
Viehy and Aix le Bains, but the other 
parts of France are very much like a 
closed book. In going from Bordeaux 
to Geneva, through the central part 
of France,rmany things appeared en- 
tirely different from an economic 
standpoint. 


Last year the writer gare some of 
his impressions in reference to the 
apparent economic condition of Ger- 
many. At that time he called atten- 
tion to the fact that the appearances 
of things in the large cities like Ber- 
lin, Hamburg, Munich, Frankfort, 
were no indicativn as to the condi- 
tions existing in the interior among 
the rural population. He also stated 
the fact that the French people ap- 
peared in a much better financial con- 
dition than the Germans, After hav- 
ing spent two weeks in small French 
towns through the central portion 
of France, he is firmly convinced that 
this statement is only partially cor- 
rect. The economic appearances of 
these interior places and the cafe life 
of the population. give indication that 
the French are suffering from a lack 
of this world's good. 


PS ‘ 

Only some of the things will be 
mentioned which indicates the truth 
of this assertion. Taxicabs are rick- 
ety and worn out in almost every 
place and many of them are actually 
filthy on the inside. This is even 
| true to a certain extent in Paris, The 
railway trains seem to have received 
no renovation since the war. st, 
grime and broken straps seem to per- 
vade all the cars except those of the 
Wagon-lit or de luxe variety. They 
seem never to have had a good wash- 
ing and frequently the window glasses 
are so dirty that it is with difficulty 
one can see objects on the outside, 
This is not due entirely to the pov- 
erty of the French but rather to the 
inherent tendency of this race of peo- 
ple not to keep things thoroughly 
clean. It is more the habit for French 
people to use powder and perfume 
rather than soap and water, 

In the eafes the writer noted the 
fact that few people teok anything 
but coffee or beer—the cheapest 
drinks possible. While neatly dress- 
ed, much poverty was seen everywhere 
and certainly the commercial business 
seemed far below par. One must re- 
‘member that Paris is not France. To 
many of these people, Paris is as for- 
eign as it is to Americans, The writ- 
er had never before traveled in a 
part of France where he knew so little 
about the topography of the country 
and the economie life of these people. 

For instance, in going from HBor- 
deanx to Clermont-Farrand, one tra- 
verses a chain of mountains which af- 
fords scenery of unexcelled grandeur. 
The same is true in. going from Cler- 
mont-Ferrand to Lyon. While the 
| writer knew that France. possessed the 
| region of country close to Switzer- 


land where mountain scenery is one 
éf her assets, he did not know of these 
| moutein ranges far in the interior. 
| It made him realize that France cov- 
ered considerable area and it seemed 
to him that there was still much un- 
occupied territory.

cessiyely hot all over Europe. It has 
been no exception in this part of 
| France. Traveling in this part of the 
country where one rarely ever meets a 
person speaking English, is not con- 
ducive.either to comfort or equani- 
'mity of spirits, Your porter, whe 
sometimes speaks a few words of Eng- 
lish, so often givés you the wreng in- 
formation because he did not under- 
stand what you said.. The writer has 
frequently heard people say that in 
traveling abroad it matters little 
whether or not you spoke the lan- 
guage of the country that you could 
always find some one who could speak 
your own language. ‘This is an er- 
roneous statement unless one means in 
the large and frequently visited cities. 
In the country and interior, one is 
often put to his wits end to obtain 
any valuable information. Under the 
circumstances it is incumbent upon 
you to recognize your own station 
when you arrive, otherwise you will 
continne unmolested until the train 
finally stops. Frequently theseestops 
are but for a few minutes and with 
much difficulty you may succeed in 
getting yourself and if lucky, some 
of the attendant hand luggage.

BRIEFS

Evening-up processes yesterday took 
the cotton market on a downhill jour- 
ney, but only for a short way, New 
Orleans closing comfortably steady 
with losses of 30 to 50 cents, while 
New York futures ranged 1 to 10 
points lower. 

Traders were selling, or buying as 
it happened to be, to get into liquid 
position for the government crop re- 
port to be issued Monday, If the re- 
port is higher tian anticipated, the 
market is now in position to remain 
fairly steady, but if the report indi- 
cates the losses recorded by private 
reports, cotton is due to soar. 


As has been reiterated in this col- 
umn, cotton is too cheap at present 
levels for a crop of only 200,000 to 
300,000 bales more than last year. 

If private reports are verified by 
the government report, 20 cents is not 
too much to expect, Jf the govern- 
ment repert does not follow privately 
reported figures, however, the present 
price is not too high. 

Prospects of an early winter were 
not considered in Saturday's market, 
nor were further private reports es 
0 
which showed increased deterioration 
and consequent shortness in figures, 
At present the popular figure for the 


An early winter will not only cut 
short the present crop but will ruin 
possibilities of making further cotton. 
An occasional crop has been made aft- 
er September 1, under favorable con- 
ditions. 


The making of a new bull party in 
the cotton markets approaches. Prob- 
ably never before in the history of 
futures trading has so important a 
bullish advocate been promulgated. 

The new bullish factor is the pro- 
posed cotton co-op to be organized by 
the federal farm lan board. 

Permanently and forever welded to 
the idea of advancing cotton prices, 
the co-operative will, when organized 
and operating, work coustantly for 
higher price levels. 

Though the co-operative may not ac- 
tually enter the cotton exchanges, the 
effect of a — organization 
which will, or shou control the 
cotton crop will be tremendous. 
co-on will have, to a-certain degree, 
the power to market cotton at its own 
will and thus will control prices se 
long as there is demand, 


The effect of this new bullish factor 
on the cotton market is vital, yet will 
be only indirectly felt. 


Primarily the purpose of the federal | 
farm board's co-operatives are to re-' 
lieve the markets of the seasonal pres- | 


sure of crops being marketed. 

The co-operatives, in short, assume 
control of the crop and then sell as 
required, keeping pressure on the mar- 
ket at a steady level instead of the 
irregular and haphazard pressure of 
individual selling. 


While the futures market may fluc- 
tuate as wildly as ever, and with the 
same elements of sentiment guiding it. 
the element of supply will be removed 
from speculative interest, taking at 
the same time the seasonal decline 
which usually comes with the market- 
ing of a new crop.

According to engineering theory 
four speed transmission works on the 
principle that high car speed at low- 
ered engine speed is made possible, 
together with rapid pickup and greater 
hill-climbing ability. This is accom- 
plished by combining the four speed 
gears with a rear axle geared higher 
than usual. 

Direct drive is attained in the 
fourth speed, while third speed is a 
semi-direct drive through salient 
gears with a ratio somewhat below the 


normal direct gear in three speed cars, | 


On the trucks and commercial cars 
the fourth or added speed is a heavy 
duty low gear which is latched into 
position whenever heavy hauling or 
pulling out of holes has to be done. 

Among the advantages argued for 
four speeds in passenger cars are im- 
proved smoothness of operation and 
road performance, added economy in 
fuel and oil, lessened vibration 
longer life for engines, with easier 
cooling. These factors, it is advanced, 
mean greater comfort for passengers, 
with less fatigue and nervous strain 
for those who drive. 


RESEARCH EFFORTS. 
Engineers in recent months have 
in the use of chromium plating, which 
since 1925 has replaced nickel as pro- 
tective finish on the decorative parts 
of cars.

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CHANGE ROOM'S SHAPE 


Engineers Work Wonfers at 
Will in N. B. C. Cathedral 
Studio. 


A magic illuminating system which 
changes the shape of a room at will 
has been found in the most ““tensely 
lighted room in the world, atop a New 
York skyscraper dedicated to the 


science of sound. 

The discovery was made when il- 
luminatin~ engineers, who so.etimes 
n - heir meetings bodily aboard the 
Ile De France or other places known 
to have unusual lighting systems, 
staged their latest session in the Ca- 
thedr studio of the National Broad- 
casting Comm v high up in the tower 
of 711 Fifth avenue, Thursday eve- 
ning, March 14. 

Dr. M. Luckiesh, wizard of Nela 
park, Cleveland, personally explained 
the system he designed, and called 
into pl- the entire. battery of lights 
within the studio for the first time. 
More than 200 lighting engineers. were 
held spellbound by the shifting color 
effects from concealed batteries which 
seemed to make the walls of the room 
advance and recede, and by means of 
cunningly designed shadows entirely 
change the architectural pattern of 
the studio. 

The expert disclosed that the room 
they were in was the most intense- 
ly lighted in the world, being equip- 
ped for 23 watts per square foot as 
compared with 15 watts per square 
foot in the Cleveland auditorium, 
where lighting engineers had special- 
ly planned for brilliant illumination 
as an aid th i tes enthusiasm. 

He explained that form rly design- 
ers Were forced to imitate the light- 
ing effects of nature, such as sunset, 
twilight, afterglow and moonlight. 
These were duplicated within the 
walls of the N. B. C. stucio, and then 
Dr. Luckiesh demonstrated the possi- 
hilities for creative imagination by 
the use of secondary colors. With the 
nid of these, reinforced by cunning 
shadows, he completely -altered the 
architectural design of the studio from 
a cathedral to a severe Roman forum, 
and to a modernistie futurist design 
tynical of the present day. 

Dr. Luckiesh paid tribute to Ray- 
mond Hood. the architect of the Na- 
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Well might the rural dweller who 
lives in an area unserved by elec- 
tricity wonder why most radio manu- 
facturers ‘have concentrated their ef- 
forts on socket-power radio sets, While 
seemingly neglecting the battery radio 
sets, during the past few years. Ra- 
dio” means more to the rural home 
than to the city home. To the far- 
mer, radio spells a vital business serv- 
ice just as mueh as entertainment 
for leisure moments; and recently, 
broadcasting stations have come to 
recognize the farm listener as an im- 
portant part of their '‘istening au- 
dience, so that agricultural programs 
have. been developed to a remarkable 
degree. Nevertheless, battery-operat- 
ed sets, with the sensitivity. selectiv- 
ity, simplicity, economy, volume and 
tone quality requirements compara- 
able with socket-power radio sets, 
hav: been conspicuous by their ab- 
sence from the market. 

If we study broadcasting history, 
we note that the real split between 
the requirements of rural and city 
listener-in came along with the intro- 
duction of the loud-speaker in place 
of head-phones. Until then, the usual 
battery radio set, especially when op- 
erated with dry cells. could serve both 
rural and city family equally well. 
However, with the introduction of 
the loud-speaker, there arose a de- 
mand for more power and better tone 
quality, along with a decrease in op- 
erating cost, all of which inevitably 
led to socket-power operation. 

Radio engineers immediately turn- 
ed .their efforts to harnessing the 
usual alternating current to the radio 


ubes, rectifiers, powerful loud-speak- 
ers, and other features of the. socket- 
power radio set. For the relatively 
limited direct current lighting areas 
found in some cities, satisfactory D. 
C. socket-power radio sets were de- 
veloped later on. 

More Homes Wired. 

Nevertheless, the radio industry 
has not forgot the rural home. It 
has, of course, concentrated its ef- 
forts on the wired home for the rea- 
son that the more immediate demands 
were in that direction. We learn 
that there are some 26,000,000 homes 
in the United States today, o whith 
less than 9.000.000 are not equipped 
with electric light wiring. Of that 


Ri and in dune course evolved A. C, 


and rich tone from a minimum input. 
Because of the relative inefficiency of 
loud-speakers in the past, it has been 
necessary to employ more tubes with 
a larger current drain. A small in- 
crease in drain means a considerable 
decrease in battery life. Hence bat- 
tery sets of the past have not been 
very economical, unless loud-speaker 
volume and tone were lowered. 
Screen Grid Improvement. 

The recent development of the 
screen-grid tube, with an amplifica- 
tion factor several times th: ‘* of the 
usual three-element or standard bat- 


tery tube, has also been a step in the 
direction of the ideal battery set. In- 
deed, with a single screen-grid tube 
replacing .between two and three of 
the usual tubes for the radio-frequency 
end, and, when also used as the 
detector, replacing the first audio 
tube as well, battery current has been 
reduced to new low levels. These cur- 
rent economies on the one hand, com- 
bined with the possibilities of greater 
volume and better tone through refin- 
ed loud-speaker design, on the other. 
have made possible a battery-operated 
radio set about on a par with the 
average socket-power radio set, plus 
the advantage of a nviseless back- 
ground for tuning distant stations 
which is so important for the listener 
who is a considerable distance from 
the centers of population. 

The combined engineering and re- 
search forces of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, the General Electric 
Company and the Westinghouse Flec- 
tric & Manufacturing Co., have been 
at work on this new conception of 
an efficient battery-operated radio re- 
eeiver, After many’ months of inten- 
sive effort, such Radiolas have been 
developed, and will soon be made 
available. -These new sets will not 
be simply revamped versions of old 
storage battery or dry battery radio 
sets. Instead, they will be entirely 
new conceptions of battery-operated 
sets. designed to establish rural radio 
more on‘a par with metropolitan ra- 
dio. In the matters of sensitivity, 
selectivity, simplicity. economy, tone 
and power, there will be little more 
to ask: for.

CANNED RADIO MUSIC 
BECOMING POPULAR 


Canned radio programs, or mu- 
sical selections from phonograph rec- 
ords, are becoming an ever-increas- 
ing factor in broadcasting, states J. 
E. Smith, president, National Radio 
institute, of Washington, D. 

“There are organizations now en- 
gaged in supplying the smaller broad- 
casting stations with multiple turn- 
table pick-ups, and special disk rec- 
ords, so that proper radio enter- 
tainment may be provided for locally 
sponsored programs. With the right 
kind of equipment and these phono- 
graph records, it is virtually impos- 
sible to detect the difference be- 
tween the original feature and the re- 
corded version. When using standard 
disk records bought on the open mar- 
ket, the broadcasters are obliged to 
announce the name and maker of the 
record, but not so with the special 
records, so that the illusion of broad- 


is so closely related to all the impor- 
tant departments of a radio manufac- 
turer's business, the activities of the 


with all other sections of the associa- 
tion. The main functioning of this 
section will, therefore, consist of re 
ommending for adoption certain stand- 
ard procedures which will be most 
helpful to all radio outlets and which 
will ultimately bring about better, 
prompter and more efficient service to 
the user. 

To accomplish this, it seems desir- 
able that all manufacturers agree on 
a standard policy under which the

AMERICA GREATEST 
OFFICAL AR USER 


From President on Down De- 
partments Depend on 
Radio.

Washington, Sept. 7.—()—Uncle 
Sam is the world’s greatest official 
user of radio. Not even his cousin, 
John Bull, whose great Marconi wire- 
less networks encircle the globe to 
link Britain’s far-flung empire, uses 
the ether as extensively. 

From the president, whose import- 
ant speeches now'are always broad- 
cast, to the lighthouse keeper in lone- 
ly vigil for those who go to sea radio 
performs invaluable services in var- 
tually every branch of the govern- 
ment. 

On the army and navy networks 
thousands of words.are sent daily, 
messages to the fleets far at sea, to 
Alaska,Honolulu, Panama and the Fa: 
Kast. From Arlington's giant towers 
above the Potomac to San Francisco 
and on across the Pacific to ancient 
Peiping, messages speed through day- 
light and darkness, 

Millions of farmers listen in daily 
on crop, market and homemaking 
talks by Uncle Sam’s.“boss farmer,” 
the department of agriculture. Ma- 
riners along the seacoasts and on the 
yreat Lakes get invaluable naviga- 
tion information from 40 stations 
maintained by the government. 

Broadcasts containing the coded 
weather reports from all parts of the 
United States and Canada are sent 
out twice daily from San Francisco 
and Washington for the benefit of 
aviation. For the information of the 
public the weather bureau gives daily 
forecasts through 200 stations. 

Radio aids the coast guard in com- 
bating rum runners and in facilitat- 
ing the rescue of vessels in distress. 
It is used by the hydrographic office 
to inform mariners of hazards at sea 
and to trace derelicts. The geodetic 
survey employs radio in measuring 
ocean depths and exploring the bot- 
tom of the sea. 

The public health service prescribes 
treatment by radio for the sick and 
injured on ships which carry no phy- 
sicians. It also broadcasts talks on 
public health and hygiene. 

The invisible strands of wireless 
link the department of commerce with 
its trade envoys in Africa’s desert, the 
mountains of China, the jungles of 
India and the sands of the south sea 
islands. 

And at the bureau of standards 
government scientists labor with radio

MAY BE TRIED AGAIN. 


New York, September 7.—(/)— 
Elimination of tuned radio frequency 
amplification is possible with the use 
of the band selector type of tuning, 
according to Dr. Frederick K. Vree- 
land, inventor of the system. 

The band selector consists of coils 
and condensers so arranged that_a sta- 
tion on a single channel ten _ kilo- 
cycles wide is chosen to the seclusion 
of other stations. An added fea- 
ture is the prevention of side band 
cutoff, resulting in improved tone 
quality, Dr. Vreeland said. 

Development of a satisfactory re- 
ceiver using only a band selector 
awaits the design of radio frequency 
transformers which will amplify equal- 
ly across the broadcast band without 
the aid of a tuning condenser. 

The number of stages in such a 
set would be limited only by the out- 
put desired. .In the past attempts at 
unturned broadcast RF were made, re- 
sults depending upon the efficiency of 
the transformer, which usually ampli- 
fied better at certain wavelengths 
than others. 


Service For 
Ships at Sea 
By Telephone 


Slowly but. surely there is being 
evolved: a successful system of tele- 
ve glee af to ships. at sea. The 

ell system engineers have been 
working on this problem for many 
years—as far back as 1916, when two- 
way radio telephony, in conjunction 
with the usual telephone network, 
wa, conducted between the secretary 
of the navy and the captain of the 
U. 8S. S. New Hampshire. 


“I firmly believe that radio teleg- 
raphy will always be the main me- 
dium for traffic to and from ships,”’ 
stated J. E. Smith, president ef Na- 
tional Radio Institute, Washington, 
DL. C., when interviewed on this sub- 
ject. “Nevertheless, radio telephone 
service to and from ships, establish- 
ing the close personal touch between 
those afloat and those on shore, will 
eventually play a large part in ocean 
travel, in its own right and quite 
apart from radio telegraphy. There 
have been ample demonstrations of 
radio telephone service to ships at 
seu to indicate the feasibility of the 
idea. Nevertheless, I see many prac- 
tical problems which will have to be 
overcome. QOne of these is the prox- 
imity of radio telegraph transmitter 
and radio telephone’ receiver. On 
most ocean greyhounds the radio 
transmitter is going most of the time

Germany comes by her Great-I-Am 
spirit naturally and honestly. It began as 
early as 800 when Charlemagne seized the 
supremacy in all the then European world 
by claiming the heritage of the ancient 
Romans and designating it the Holy Rom- 
an Empire. This Holy Roman Empire im- 
bedded itself in the German psyche and 
has manifested itself many times in the 
form of a supremacy complex which the 
Germans have naively. called Kultur. In 
every instance heretofore, they have elect- 
ed to build a war machine in which they 
have ridden to perdition, carrying their 
hopes, ambitions and empire with them. 

Germary has much to thank the allied 
nations f@. For the first time in her more- 
than-a-thousand-year existence, they dis- 
armed her! As subjects of an eternally 
militaristic rule and rulers, they had not 
thought it possible to live and carry on 
one’s being without arms. Every youth had 
done time in the war machine. Then the 
empire crashed, and the allies stripped 
them of the greatest millstone about their 
necks—as well as about those of all mod- 
ern nations—huge armies and navies, their 
equipment and. upkeep. 

Germany saw her opportunity and seized 
it. The moment she was obliged to shelve 
her war business she turned all her formid- 
able strength and energies into other chan- 
nels. All during those five years that the 
rest of the world was bickering over the 
settlement of the ruins of war, and their 
Jaborers striking about a new adjustment 
of wages and conditions, Germany was la- 
boring long hours, amid starvation, revo- 
lution, inflation and deflation. 

True, Germany had to foot the bill— 
among others—for the armies of occupa- 
tion. But even in this she was adding to 
the credit’ side of her new accounts. Por, 
meanwhile, her own disbanded armies— 
now millions of workers—were industriously 

esigning and building both water and air 
ships, barracks and fortresses, motors and 
machines, for the new conquest of peace! 

Conquest without arms! Has Germany 
learned this most precioud lesson of our 
industrial age, while every other nation of 
the first rank is Staggering. along, im- 
measurably handicapped in days of peace 
and plenty, with burdens and taxes about 
its neck for active armies and navies in 
a world protesting peace? What are the 
1929 armament budgets of her three lead- 


ing rivals? France, $407,000,000! England, 
$551,000,000! The United States, 9$604- 
000,000! 


Germany's reparation bill will about 
equal these sums annually; but something 
must be credited to her account for the 
millions of non-producing soldiers and sail- 
ors of her competitors who are being fed, 
clothed and salaried in the treadmills of 
the “fighting machines.” 


Being rid of these vast incumbrances is 
giving Germany teday an economic advan- 
tage over her world competitors. It makes 
it possible to launch such splendid and 
titanic ocean carriers as the North German 
Lioyd'’s Bremen and Europa, which are re- 
establishing Germany's commercial sea 
power. 

Curiously, the outstanding example of 
Germany's industry and progress in the 
field of international competition in her 
. peace bid for supremacy is identical] with 
her steel challenge for supremacy during 
the war. The Krupp Works! 

The Krupp Works were inextricably 
bound up in the world war, no less closely 
and vitally than Germany herself. Since 
the federation of the empire by Bismarck, 
steel had come to dominate the lives and 
dazzle the vision of the ruling element of 
Germany. Steel guns and armament. steel 
Ships, steel principles and steel discipline 
—in the end a marvelous machine of steel! 

Krupp’s was the core of German ambi- 
tions and the carrier of German commerce: 
Krupp’s was the mainstay of German 
wealth and its invincible weapon of pro- 
tection. 

When the grand crash came in 1918 and 
Germany went down to defeat it carried 
jis mighty steel engine and brilliant steel 
god with it. To all appearances it was the 
spectacular end of a brilliant play. 

But pow, more than ten years later, we 
must add a denouement, a fourth act. even 
though it may seem like an anti-climax. 
For at no period during its dramatic his- 
tory is the career of the Krupp Works more 
spectacular than it has been since the 
capitulation of Germany. 

And so I shall proceed to answer the 
oft-asked question: “What has become of 


the Krupp Works, where they used to make 
Germany's mighty ordnance?” 

According to the-terms of the Versailles 
Treaty, all plants and machinery and tools 
that had been—or possibly might be in the 
future—used in the production of war ma- 
terials must be destroyed. 

Thus in the Krupp Works the allied en- 
gineers found themselves face to face with 
a peace task that seemed as great, if not 
greater, than any they had known in war. 

Five square miles of steel lay in front 
of them. Huge cannon and smaller guns, 
rifles and gun Carriages, howitzers and mor- 
tars, grenades and shells, armor plate and 
equipment. Acres upon acres of it, muni- 
tions in mountains, countless in number, 
the hardest substance known to man—all 
had to be destroyed, broken up, melted 
Gown. 


No less than 2,000 machines weighing 
12.000 tons, forty furnaces and installations 
and 600,000 tools all fell prey to destruc- 
tien. Besides, 7,000 machines had to be 
dispersed—and removed elsewhere. The 
set-up value of.this destroyed property 
amounted to considerably more than one 
hundred million dollars. For nearly four 
years the pile-drivers used in cracking and 


’ breaking the larger forms and masses of 


steel could be heard crashing and crunch- 
ing through the steel dreams of German 
militarism. 

So that was the ignominious end of the 
matchiess Krupp Steel Munitions Works at 
Esser i. 

The shell of the huge Krupp plant re- 
mained—seemingly without a raison d'etre. 

The pliant did not remain empty and im- 
potent for long. What followed is a re-

Europes 
markets bought, and bought at inflati 
figures, to learn later that their greed a 
profits had been realized at the expe 
of their own industries which the lo 
priced German goods had almost put 
of business. 

So it was that Germany won the fi 
skirmish of the great peace battle of co 
petition. 

Before the war Krupps had produced 
finished articles except munitions. Vario 
plants, however, had turned out parts 
other machinery, or equipment, roug 
faced or in -cast, especially for the rolli 
stock of railways. It was but a natu 
step forward, then, at this moment to e 
ter the field of manufacturing finish 
locomotives and freight cars. According 
the largest of the former Hindenbu 
Shops, covering eighteen acres of fic 
space, was eguipped as a locomotive man 
factory. As early as March, 1919—when t 
aliied engineers were in the very midst 
their work of destruction—Krupps beg 
to build their first. huge freight locom 
tives. By July, 1923, they were produci 
300 heavy locomotives and 2,500 fifteen-t 
freight cars of a Krupp patented desi 
annually.

But one of the great needs of Germa 
immediately after the war was the repaz 
ing of practically every piece of her brok 
down railway rolling stock, for the bet 
parts had had to be delivered to the alli 
in the reparations program. Several oth 
large war shops were turned into railw 
repair shops. The former Turret Gun Sh 
was converted into a plant for the buil 
ing of large-sized Diese! stationary engine 
The Howitzer Shop became a factory f 
the manufacture of automobile trucks ar 
other motor vehicles. 

In its immediate and careful survey 
the urgent mechanical needs of Germa 
itself, which Krupps had made, it had be 
revealed that agricultural machinery h 
suffered badly. So several projectile shor 
with a floorage of twenty-one acres, 
came the headquarters for the manufa 
ture of agricultural machinery of every d 
scription. The first step was to acquire 4 
old established agricultural machinery fir 
bag and baggage. Its patents, designs a 
models were turned over to the laborato 
and improved upon. The result was nev 
Gesign mowing and reaping machines, s 
cial stee] ploughshares, harrows and sov 
ers, cultivators, hoeing and covering m 
chimery, potato planters and diggers and 
score of others. Germany, as well as t 
rest of Europe, had hitherto been larg 
supplied by America with these devices. 

Continued shortage of coal supplies ] 
to increased working of brown coal and }i 
nite deposits, and this circumstance w 
the Krupps’ reason for seriously taking 
the invention and production of mine e 
cavators, which in turn led to the man 
facture on a large scale of building exc 
vators with extraordinary resistance agair 
wear and tear. 

There still remained acres of sho 
empty and thousands of skilled and willi 
engineers idle. The search and resear¢ 
continued night and day for addition 
products that would help put Germany 
the fore and meet the world market d 
mands at the same time. This led prac 


ually to a most diverse program of pr 
duction. 
Among the first of the numerous mé 


chines projected was textile machinery 

be used in the many and varied proces: 
for the separating and spinning of cotta 
and wool. 

Just as one field that American i 
genuity had long since exploited—winni 
the envy of all foreign competitors—ha 
been that of harvesting implements: 
had another been that of the cash regi 
ter. For years American cash registers hz 
flooded Germany and the rest of the wor! 
Krupp inventors and engineers attacked 1 
cash register with a will. At length t 
Krupp cash register was evolved and befo 
long was being produced in quantities sv 
ficient to export. and challenge Americs 
supremacy.

From an Etching by Diana Thorne 


S THE art instructor glanced down at his clas. in 
etching and frowned slightly one or two of his fem- 
inine disciples squirmed uneasily, for they knew how 

he hated to teach women. Women who would eventually 
garry and bear children. Women who, in the intervals be- 
tween having children, could not possibly devote to etching 
the in zense concentration the art requires. Women who came 
to his classes in droves, two women to every three men. 

Yet, of all the hundreds who had passed through his 
hands, was there one whose name was ever heard of after- 
ward? Joseph Pennell scowled and turned his attention from 
the girls to the young men. Throughout his career as an 
etcher and a teacher of etching he devoted more time and 
paid more attention to the men than to the women in his 
classes, for he had little faith in the ability of women to pro- 
duce work worthy of ranking with the masterpieces of 
etching. 

Such an attitude toward the work of women is by no 
means unique in the history of the fine arts. When Ruskin 
decided to view Lady Elizabeth Butler’s “Twenty-fifth Regi- 
ment at Quatre Bras” he went expecting to see work of an 
inferior quality. He has himself confessed in his “Notes on 
the Academy”: “I never approached a picture with more 
iniquitous prejudice against it than I did ‘Quatre Bras’— 
partly because I always said that no woman could paint, and, 
secondly, because I thought what the public made such a fuss 
about must be good for nothing. But it is Amazon’s work, 
this, no doubt of it, and the first fine pre-Raphaelite picture 
of battle we have had, profoundly interesting, and showing 
all manner of illustrative and realistic faculty.” 

Impressed at last by a painting made by a woman Ruskin 
could think of no hieher compliment than to call it Amazon's 
work. 

This skeptical attitude toward the ability of women to 
produce work of high quality in the fine arts has persisted 
down to the present day, particularly in the field of etching. 
Until late in the nineteenth century the work of women as 
etchers was never regarded as a serious accomplishment. 
Engraving was a fashionable pastime with which fine ladies 


might dally as much as they pleased, so long as they did not_ 


regard their work as being of any importance. But the mo- 
ment they began to take themselves seriously the artists of 
the time exclaimed with Hood: 


“It scarce seems a ladylike art that begins 

With a scratching and ends with a biting.” 
Nee. theless, in spite of such discouragement, a few women 
Were disposed to regard etching as a worth-while accom-

plishment during the last two decades 
of the nineteenth century, when the 
sisters of the craft exhibited at the 
New York Etching Club and at 
special displays of etchings by 
women at the Boston Museum of . 
Fine Arts in 1887 and at the Union | 
League Club in New York City. 

Among the exhibitors at the 
Etching Club the most celebrated 
was Mary Cassatt, whose etchings are probably the finest ex- 
amples we have yet had of the achievements of women in 
this field. Mary Cassatt raised the mother and child theme 
from the level of sentimentality to the dignity of truth and 
did it with such beauty and such splendor of technique that 
she is generally regarded as supreme in the particular niche 
of art which she chose for herself. For her no Madonna-like 
mothers with pale auras; no children of surpassing loveli- 
ness. The women she has portrayed in her etchings are 
plain, ordinary, deep-chested peasant women; but their lack 
of prettiness makes the beauty of the maternal relationship 
in which they are shown all the more striking. Mary Cassatt 
has shown French women of the working class holding chubby 
little babies in their arms, caressing them, bathing them, 
putting on their tiny stockings, nursing them and going 
through the entire cycle of the motions that occur between 
mother and child. 
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The love of the mother for the child shines out in the 
otherwise stolid-seeming faces of these plain mothers. The 
beauty of their relationship with the wide-eyed, innocent 
children in their arms is suggested in a few sweeping lines, 
revealing the earnest, pleading wistfulness of motherhood, the 
groping innocence of childhood. 


It is strange that this woman who has shown in her 
etchings the most perfect understanding of the dignity of 
the mother and child relationship remained to the end of 
her days a prim little spinster. For Mary Cassatt believed 
that marriage was irreconcilable with a career in art. To 
one young American woman painter she said: “You can't be 
a painter and a mother, too. Have you made your choice?” 

But when the loneliness of old age came upon her and 
she lay in her arm-chair in the Rue de Marigan, in her white 
serge jacket and her lace cap, with her shawl spread over 
her knees, with no one to talk to save a tiny Pekingese and 
blindness coming over her, she had moments of regret when she 
wondered whether the sacrifice she had made for her art 
was worth while. At the end of her great career she said 
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to the artist, Adolphe Borie, “After 
all, woman's vocation in life is to bear 
children.” 

And so she died, an austere spin- 
ster who never experienced the 
heights of motherhood which she de- 
voted her whole life to portraying. 

on Although America claims Mary 
“~@ Cassatt by right of her birth in 
Pittsburgh, she spent most of her 
time in France, where she knew Monet, Renoir, Pisarro and 
Degas. She exhibited her work with the French impression- 
ists, because she Rated conventional art, yet she was as in- 
dependent of them as of other schools. Degas she always 
admired, even when she quarreled with him most bitterly. 
Nearly forty years before she met him she saw his pastels 
for the first time in the windows of a picture dealer on the 
Boulevard Haussmann and was so astonished by the genuine- 
ness of his work that she spent hours flattening her nose 
against that window to absorb all she could of his art. He 
in his turn felt unbounded admiration for her work, although 
there was an edge to his remark when he said, “I will not 
admit that a woman can draw like that.” 

When Mary Cassatt’s work was shown at an exhibition of 
American art at Stockholm in 1926 the burden of all the 
hewspaper comment in the international press was the 
same: “America has produced but two artists, Whistler and 
Cassatt.” 

She was so highly honored in France that she was made 
a Chevalier in the Legion of Honor and the doors of Luxem- 
bourz were thrown open to her 


Aithough Mary Cassatt is the greatest of the women etch- 
ers who have portrayed the mother and child theme, children 
seem to hold an eternal fascination for women etchers. 


Some of the most charming revelations of the age of 
childhood have been given to us by Eileen Soper, who early 
in her own childhood began her explorations into the laugh- 
ter and play of other children. With her golden hair in 
braids she used to come to the studio of her father, George 
Soper, the only instructor she ever had, and spend her time 
drawing on the walls with a bit of chalk, at the highest speed, 
for the children from whom she modeled were. she confessed, 
as fidgety as monkeys. She would make special journeys to 
the village at Harmer Green so that she might watch chil- 
dren at play on see-saws and swings. At fourteen she was 
elected to active membership in the Print Makers Society 
of California and at fifteen two of her etchings. “The Broken

Gate” and “The Swing,” were exhibited at the Royal 
Academy. 

When the child came in where the masters hung to see 
if her etchings were in place, her short skirts and her flaxen 
hair underneath her round sailor hat created consternation 
among the unsuccessful artists, who complained bitterly 
against the honor paid to a fifteen-year-old girl in a com- 
petition among all ages. But they were turned away with 
the explanation: “The Royal Academy judges work, not per- 
sons. It does not matter to us whether the artist is three or 
three hundred.” 

Herself scarcely out of the golden period of childhood, 
Eileen Soper has caught all its fascination in her etchings 
of children at work and at play. She has shown us children 
in school, frowning thoughtfully with intense concentra- 
tion as they try to read and write at their desks, children 
at the beach with pail and shovel in hand, a tousled-haired 
youngster in the henyard feeding the chickens, a bobbed- 
haired girl on the sofa tuning in during the children’s hour, 
children in the joy of playtime. Her etchings of childhood 
bring back memories of our own childhood, of its joys and 
tragedies. She has caught the sorrow of a child who rests 
her head in her hands to hide from herself the sight of the 
doll she has broken; and the joy of children racing merrily 
om some donkeys while a gay dog romps at their side. A 
critic has said that Eileen Soper “not only enables us to 
see as ‘a child sees but makes explicit the eternal paradox 
that we feel children to be something that we never feel 
ourselves to be.” : 

The theme of childhood has also fascinated an American 
voman etcher, Margery Ryerson, who has shown in etchings 
the mn ‘ifu’, intense faces of the children of the poor, who pre- 
fe: nove for a painting rather than for an etching 

e faces of laughing, merry children rather than of 
eacer. wistful ones are revealed in the etchings of Diana 
Thorne. who has bécome so well known for her studies of 
does that many collectors of etchings are not aware of the 
charming work she has done in portraying children. One 
of the gay, playful children she has etched is shown swing- 
ing from the branch of an old tree, with the wind blowing her 
hair and laughter puckering up her lips and shining in her 
eves, while a solemn-faced black and white cat sits on a 
bench and watches her. But the most delightful of her 
child etchings is the univetsal Pan in Pan of Puck's Hill, 
sitting on a hilltop and exp‘essing the dreams of childhood 
in music.

In spite of the*fine quality of her studies 


of children, Diana Thorne is probably best 
known for her etchings of dogs. She herself 


keeps three dogs as models, Scotty, a dusky 


black Scotch terrier; Pat, a white fox ter- 
rier with black spots on his side, and a red 
Irish terrier. Pat is a gay, laughing dog 
with mischievous eyes and wide open mouth. 
whose portrait appears in “Laugh, Clown 
Laugh,” and who adds hilarity to the 
solemn meeting of the “Junior League 
Committee,” a group of six young puppies, 
each in a different pose. 


Marguerite Kirmse’s studio is also over- 
rungwith dogs, for at Arcady Farms she 
breeds delightful Scotties and airedales. 
Her favorite breed are Scotch terriers, whose 
portraits she places on her stationery, on 
cigarette boxes and even on her automobile. 
The etchings of soft, silky dogs which flow 
absorb all her interest are said to enjoy 
an astonishing vogue among dog connois- 
seurs. One of the most popular, “When 
We Were Very Young,” is the portrait of 
six young Scotties. 


On the whole, the subjects which are 
most attractive to women etchers are chil- 
dren and animals. Besides the dog etchings 
of Diana Thorne and Marguerite Kirmse, 
we have the wild animal etchings and the 
portraits of horses in motion Baroness 
Dombrowski and the etchings of partridges 
and of wild fowl on the wing or at rest by 
Winifred Austen. 


Anne Goldthwaite, an art instructor in 
a new York school, has caught the swift 
motion of polo ponies in one of her etch- 
ings. But her most interesting etchings 
are of scenes in the South, among the 
colored folk of Montgomery, Ala., where she 
was born. She has conveyed the leisurely 
atmosphere of old mule teams hauling cot- 
ton, of groups of Negroes driving to town 
in an old wagon hitched behind a decrepit 
donkey, of black market women with their 
great cotton bales.

The 
sand dunes of Long Island, the poplars of 
France and the banks of the Nile are among 
her favorite subjects. 

In California Loren Barton is making 
interesting etchings of scenes in the China- 
town quarter of San Francisco, of/ old door- 
ways in New Orleans and of harbor scenes 
from Gloucester. 


Among the other women etchers who 
have shown interest in landscape scenes 
and in architectual subjects, Katherine 
Kimball, who was brn in New England 
but who spends most of her time in Eng- 
land and in France, has viven us fasci- 
nating studies of the structural beauty of 
old buildings, harbors and quays, churches 
and rivers in Holland, Belgium and France. 
Katherine Merrill has devoted her attention 
largely to the American scene. 


While the work of most of our living 
women etchers -is realistic, some of it is 
done in the realms of pure fancy. Filled 
with romantic loveliness are the colored 
etchings of Elyse Lord, whose work is sig- 
nificant for two reasons. She is the finest 
woman etcher who has ever attempted to 
interpret the dream-lands of the Orient; 
and she has done more interesting work 
with her color prints than any other living 
woman etcher experimenting with that 
medium. 


Of her, one critic has said that she walk- 
ed in Bagdad with Haroun-Al-Raschid and 
danced under a magic moon in Arabia. She 
has shown the enchantment of a magic 
land in a series of etchings in pale golden 
with a touch of blue green, lemon, smoky 
blue and deep orange red which she used 
to tell the story of a favorite dancer. 


Another woman etcher who has found 
her inspiration among the women of the 
ballet is Laura Knight, the only present 
woman member of the Royal Academy. She 
first showed her interest in the stage in 
“Les Sylphides” in 1920, when she took the 
Russian ballet as her subject. Since then 
she has seized upon the contrast between

black and high lights on the stage in many 
etchings and acquatints, particularly in her 
striking figures of Spanish dancers. 


Wherever there is gayety and excitement, 
in the circus where the bodies of acrobates 
swing in the air, on the ballet stage, or 
among the holiday makers, you will find 
Laura Knight showing the sway of the 
movement, the crowd and the excitement. 
She probably first became interested in the 
stage because during her early days in the 
field of art women were not allowed to 
paint from the nude. To learn the contours 
of a woman’s form Laura Knight for years 
used to visit the theaters to draw the 
ballet girls. 


But if gayety and movement are her sub- 
jects, strikingly different is the work being 
dene by women on the Continent. There 
are no laughing ballet girls, no merry 
children in the etchings of Frau Kathe 
Kollwitz; only misery, want, suffering and 
degr tion in a land of starvation. Her 
etchings show half-starved children beg- 
ging in despair for bread while they cling 


with frantic arms to overworked women 
with lined faces. 


Her work is often a horrible nightmare 
showing the struggle between death and 
life in toil-worn, tragic, emaciated figures. 
In “Death and the Woman” a skeleton :s 
shown snatching at a mother to whom a 
child clings, cringing in horror. In “The 
Plough” a man is dragged along by the 
plough as a Slave to the soil, with the body 
and life of him crushed by the instrument 
of which he should be the master. 


The only relief for the squalid misery 
of the peasant and the weavers Kathe Koll- 
witz shows us is rebellion. As a sort of ac- 
companiment to Hauptmann’s “Weavers,” 
she labored for three years at etchings that 
would show the revolt of the weavers, first 
plaaning ‘their rebellion in a miserable, 
smoke-laden inn, then trudging along the 
wayside whipped on by fear and despair, 
with axes, ox-goads and picks in their 
hands, and a woman burdened with a child 
to give them courage; next attacking the 
estate of a factory owner whose looms have 
driven them to starvation. But in the end 
the weavers are cut down by bayonets, and 


their revolt ends in further suffertng and 
misery from which there is no escape. 

Her art is the art of propaganda and she 
is called “the first artistic representative of 
the proletariat in northern Germany.” By 
the Kaiser she was hated and reviled, for 
he dared not face the stark misery of the 
women she portrayed, and. called her de- 
lineation of their poyerty “art from the 
gutter.”’ But she stands supreme ameng 
women etchers in the field of bitter realism. 

Another Continental woman whose work 
as an etcher is considered significant is 
Marie Laurencin, who is interesting chiefly 
because of the eccentricity of her art, which 
leans toward modernism. 

There is a certain eccentricity, too, in 
the work of Peggy Bacon, one of our fore- 
most satirists in the art of etching. To 
Peggy Bacon life is always ugly and always 
amusing. Human beings she sees always. in 


‘terms of caricatures, never as themselves, 


but always as something similar. One day 
her husband showed her an article on fungi 
in one of the geographic magazines. Pounc- 
ing at once upon the photograph of a 
fungus that looked like a snowy white puff 
ball, she stored it up in her memory until 
the day when she was riding in the subway 
and noticed in front of her a roly-poly 
pink and white old man. 

“Puffball! Puffball!’’ she shouted almost 
under the old gentleman’s nose. Nothing 
would do but that she must make an etch- 
ing incorporating his features and showing 
their resemblance to a puffball. 

On the whole, however, women etchers 
are not numerous. Furthermore, it must be 
admitted that much of the work being done 
by women in the field today is performed 
with little respect for that med:um which 
Sir Francis Seymour Haden regarded as the 
most difficult of all the arts. Nevertheless, 
women may find some encouragement in 
the attitude which Frank Weitenkampf, 
head of the department of fine prints in 
the New York Public Library, takes toward 
their work. 

“The best work by women,” he asserts, 
“may stand on its own merits without be- 
ing classified separately from etchings by 
men, without being treated as a curiosity 
instead of an achievement.” 


Was Justice In [This Case? 


Joseph Freedman, chief of Gerald Chap- 
man’s local legal staff when the notorious 
mail robber was tried in Connecticut, took 
over the widow's defense. He said that 
emotional insanity would be the plea, that 
she had been shamed and degraded by 
Adams for years; and that under the strain 
of it all her reason momentarily snapped. 

“Six women will tell of the singular mis- 
conduct to which Adams, inspired by Budd- 
histic love rites, was addicted,’ he said. “I 
look forward confidently to her acquittal.” 

Miss Collins was located and questioned. 
She was frank concerning her relations 
with Adams. She admitted that they had 
seen each other frequently, that she had 
been to the Adams home, and that Adams 
had entertained her alone in his office. 

Among the exhibits the police were col- 
lecting was a valentine which had been 
found in Adams’ desk. It was decorated with 
two hearts entwined and other heart at a 
distance and bore the name “Dophie.” Miss 
Collins admitted she was Dophie. 


“I hope everything will be all right for 
Mrs. Adams,” she said. “I would give every- 
thing if I could undo the things that have 
brought her so much trouble. I was in love 
with Harry before I knew he was married.” 

Something of a sensation was caused a 
few days after the tragedy when a reporter 
found what was described as “the secret 
lover” of the accused woman. Until he ap- 
peared momentarily on the scene there had 
been no hint of any infidelity on the wife's 
part. 

The young man was Charles Ross, a slim, 
dark-haired, boastful youth of 21, who had 
lived next door to the Adams some months 
before. 

“One night about eight months ago,” he 
said, “I was playing my radio and I saw 
Mrs. Adams for the first time. She was 
listening to the music, and seemed to be 


Signaling me. She pressed a piece of paper . 


against the window. It said: ‘Come over.’ 
“Her husband came home early that night, 

about 9 o'clock, and I made sure to be out 

when he arrived. We didn't do any loving 


that night—we were just getting acquainted 
—but we made a date for the next night, 
when Harry was to be out with Miss Col- 
lins.” 

Ross went on to relate the details of a 
series of private meetings with Mrs. 
Adams. He said he continued his illicit 
relations with her unenthusiasticaily for 
several months and on a number of occa- 
sions went out on four-handed parties. 
Usually, though, they stayed in the house. 

“What was the use of going out?” he 
said. “Harry had plenty of stuff in the 
house and we'd drink and listen to the radio 
and love up.” 


“She wrote me a lot of letters, but I got 
fed up on her and didn't have anything 
to do with her for a few months,” he con- 
tinued. “The last itme was a couple of 
weeks ago. Believe me, it frightened me 
when I heard she'd killed her husband. I've 
been wondering what I ought to do about 
it. I want to help her but I don't want to 
be pulled into anything. I'd like to be a 
witness if it would help her, but I certain- 
ly don’t want to have anything to do with 
the poiice.” 

When this interview was published, Mrs. 
Adams denied the whole story. The police 
tried to get in touch with Ross, but he had 
fled the scene. 

Another contribution to the general pic- 
ture of the case was the statement by the 
police that Adams had himself performed 
an illegal operation on his wife to prevent 
the birth of a child. This had taken place 
within a fortnight of the killing. 

Attorney Freedman said, that of course, 
Mrs. Adams had known Ross, but she had 
never been anything more than a friend. 
“He is a liar and a despicable figure of a 
man if he tries to show that there was an 
illicit aftair,”” he said. 

Evidence of the weather man’s philander- 
ing continued to pile up. At least two wom- 
en—a school teacher and a matron sep- 
arated from her husband—had preceded 
Dorethy Collins in the man’s affections. In 
the summec of 1923, shortly after Adams 


moved to Hartford, the school teacher, who 
signed herself Jane and who lived in 
Rehoboth, Mass., had written to Adams: 
“Dearest Sweetheart: 

“I know it is some time since you have 
heard from me, but I haven’t had any 
chance to write you since I went home. I 
am in Boston today and am writing from 
Jordan's. I fainted again about ten minu 
before leaving home. 

“I had a complete examination a few 
weeks ago by my uncle, who is a doctor, and 
he said there was nothing to worry about, 
that my nerves were completely gone and 
I must just rest. 


“However, I won't bother you any more, 
dear, with my troubles, as heaven knows 
you have enough of your own. While in my 
present nervous condition I don’t think I 
had better try to come down.’ 

Coroner Gilbert J. Calhoun on April 2 
issued a finding of murder and named Mra 
Adams as the murderess. 

“Her grewsome conduct in reposing dur- 
ing the long hours of the night beside the 
man whom she had put to death showed 
the dominant purpose with which she was 
acting,” stated the report. 

The widow was consequently indicted for 
murder and heki for trial. 

Justice, however, decided not to be harsh 
with this woman. On the evidence it is not 
improbable that a jury might have acquitted 
her. Certainly there have been plenty of 
other cases more or less similar where a 
husband-killer, thanks to a sad story and 
plenty of tears, has gone free. Even unat- 
tractive ones. 

Mrs. Adams appeared before Superior 
Court Judge C. L. Avery on June 7 and 
pleaded guilty to manslaughter. She was 
allowed this plea on motion of State’s At- 
torney Hugh M. Alcorn, who told the court 
that there were circumstances in the case 
warranting leniency. 

She was given a term of one to ten years, 
but the chances are that she will not serve 
more than a year of this sentence.

SOME DOUBTING DOCTORS. 


OT LONG ago I said here that in 

my judgment diathermy is the 
greatest therapeutic discovery of 
our generation. 


What is diathermy? Don’t ask me for a 
technical definition of it, for I haven't 
the technical knowledge to formulate such 
a definition. All I know is that the word 
dia-thermy means heating through. Until 
this mode of treatment was introduced we 
had no means of heating through the body 
tissues.- We- might- scald- and- bake- and 
cauterize and blister the patient by one 
method or another but we couldn’t appre- 
ciably increase the temperature of the tis- 
sués of the part of the body treated.

of. the disease germs that cause untold 
trouble to mankind cannot survive a tem- 
perature of 104 degrees F. many minutes 
—but the body tissues in which these germs 
are growing can stamd such a temperature 
for several minutes or even an hour with- 
out injury or without serious injury. Here- 
tofore the difficulty has been that the doctor 
had no way of bringing the internal tem- 
perature of a given part of the body up to 
such a degree safely. Diathermy brings 
that power within the physician’s control. 


I gather that any sort of diathermy ap- 
paratus that is at all dependable costs as 
much as an automobile does. I believe if 
I> were entering practice today I should 
mortgage my life if necessary to get a dia- 
thermy outfit—and I'd worry along with 
it until my growing practice might warrant 
the first payment on an automobile. 

No one else than a physician can safely 
administer, any kind, of. diathermy... l warn 
all readers to beware’ 6f nedr-doctors, of

Incidentally it is a form of diathermy 
that physicians are using wiih great satis- 
faction to their patients, foe the oblitera- 
tion of enlarged and diseased tonsils.

imagine only the heart has cockles. 
So I did. 


And I now desire to tell that exclusive 
portion of the world that reads this column, 
that I have regained perfect confidence in 
that knee. Just one half hour application 
of diathermy did something that néeded 
doing “for that knee.*The first few days 1 
had happened to suffer no kinks or twists 
of the knee; thé second week I began to ex- 
periment, trying. little movemients that had 
become practically sure fire kink starters;

electri-coagulation, and just which physi- 
cians obliterate, varicose veins by chemical 
injections. These are all new methods, which 
only the more progressive practitioners 
have adopted as yet, and it will probably 
be another year before I can gather suf- 
ficient data to be able to give such informa- 
tion, except in sporadic instances where i 
happen to know of a physician who is so 
qualified or equipped. Meanwhile, I want 
to urge those who suffer from prolonged 
effects of sprain, strain or similar injuries; 
from low grade joint lameness of one kind 
and another; and from chronic specific in- 
fections of joints or related tissues: to seek 
out the physician who is prepared to give 
patients the full benefit of modern thera- 
peutic measures; such a doctor is sure to 
use diathermy. 

In the treatment of tonsils, which, as 
I have already said, is painless yet ordi- 
narily requires the use of no anesthetic, I 
find that paients who show satisfactory re- 
sults have had a dozen treatments at in- 
tervals of several days as a rule. With some 
persons this element of time may be a 
drawback; they fall in with the radical sur- 
suggestion to take a “whiff” of 
something and have ‘em bitten, snared, 
Snipped or dissected out all at one assault. 
My time is fairly valuable. and I'd give it 
thrice over for the new treatment rather 
than have any surgeon dray my tonsils out 
in the best surgical manner. 

Another important point in favor of the 
1ewer method of disposing of large or in- 
fected tonsils is that it is bloodless. I should 
not mind shedding a pint of blood for the 
glorification of surgery or the fame of a 
snappy operator, but some folk prefer to 
keep all their blood, and they should elect

a small book in itself. Krupps:is but a 
symbol of what the whole of Germany is 
doing. Krupps is simply the monarch in 
the field of steel, raising a mighty arm 
that needs watching, heavy and uncannily 
effective with the steel weapons of peace. 
The challenge is not only to the makers 
of many scores of machines and mechanical 
devices, but to the gigantic producers of 
raw steel as well. Again Krupps is in the 
world market ready to offer steel by the 
thousands of tons. 

There remains another German chal- 
lenge for supremacy in peace that has re- 
cently engaged the attention and admira- 
tion of the world. It is Germany's bid for 
maritime supremacy—at least certain com- 
mercial phases of it plying between Europe 
and America. 

The announcement of the North German 
Lloyd Steamship Company a few years ago 
that they intended to build two giant liners 
that would surpass anything on the sea, 
was not taken altogether seriously. 

Now, not only one but two giant liners 
have been constructed as an indication of 
Germany's industrial psychology and 
energy. A series of misfortunes alone pre- 
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vented the Lloyd company from doubling 
the phenomenal. sensation created when 
the Bremen crossed the ocean more than 
seven hours faster than any other ship had 
ever made the trip. Her sister ship, the 
Europa, was scheduled to be launched sev- 
eral months before the Bremen, but first 
was held back by labor strikes and then 
partially destroyed’by fire. New York will 
probably see her in less than a year. 

This is the first instance wherein Ger- 
many’s competition on its grand scale has 
been felt and appreciated by her competi- 
tors. The whole maritime world has been 
thrown into a mild state of panic. The 
White Star Line has suddenly decided to 
scrap its giant 1,000-foot Oceanic, already 
well under construction, and build a larger 
and faster ship. The Cunard Line has 
planned and placed the orders for two 
70,000-ton liners. An Italian line promises 
immediate work on a ship to be more 
than 1,000 feet in length. And the new 
American owners of the Leviathan—still the 
largest ship on the seas—issue a counter 
challenge that they intend to build the 
largest ship afloat, regardless of all others. 

It is worthy of note that all these ships 
are floated on paper, except Germany's 
Bremen and Europa. Germany in this has 
Stole the march on them all. 

But the launching, the sailing and the 
record-holding Bremen and the Europa 
are again but a manifestation of the more 
Significant facts. Any country can build 
the “biggest and fastest ship,” but how 
many countries would, like Germany, start 
with a couple of hundred thousand tons 
of obsolete shipping junk—which is what 
the allies left to her in 1919—and in less 
than ten years’ time. amid both revolution 
and bankruptcy, add more than 4,000,000 
tons? Today, Germany's tonnage is less 
than a million tons under the peak of 
1914! 

The ship-building record and plans of 
the North German Uloyd Company 50

closely parallel that of Germany itself that 
its actual figures are worthy of study. 

At the outbreak of the war the North 
German Lloyd. possessed a magnificent 
fleet of 494 vessels, with a gross tonnage 
of 982,952, including ships under construc- 
tion. Of the ships that remained uncon- 
at the end of the war the Ver- 
allowed the company to keep 
These were small craft, ves- 
sels such as tugs, launches and lighters. 
Not a single passenger or freight steamer 
remained to the Lloyd of its once proud 
fleet. Its largest vessel was a seaside re- 
sort steamer by the name of Gruss Got— 
God’s Blessing, it might be interpreted— 
its gross tonnage 781. In other words, the 
company stood practically where it had 
been at the end of the year of its birth 
in 1857. 

By the end of 1925 the tonnage of the 
Lloyd company had been rebuilt so that it 
numbered 613,056 tons, of which 558,000 
tons were sea-going vessels. Today the 
North German Lloyd Company has only 
about 200,000 tons less tonnage than it had 
at the outbreak of the war! . 

In looking forward to what Germany is 
doing and will do on the sea, it is abso- 
lutely necessary to look backward in retro- 
spect. If Germany was able to accomplisn 
so much during the last ten vears, five of 
which were almost fallow because of acute 
political and financial distress, what is she 
capable of doing during the next ten years? 

The only adequate answer is that today, 
a mere five years after Germany's total 
bankruptcy, the republic is producing in all 
the most important branches of industry as 
much as the empire did in its best years, 
despite the fact that her area has been 
diminshed, while several of the chief com- 
petitors are a little off than they 
were before the war. 

Watch the Germans! is not a bad idea 
only competitors should keep at work while 
they do so.

obliteration of the tonsils by dessication, 
coagulation or whatever the special dia- 
thermy treatment may be called. 
Unfortunately, a new modality like this is 
bound to get a bad reputation in some 
hands, because of crude equipment and 
technical inexperience. Then, too, when- 
ever a new method or remedy appears the 
medical profession as a whole must and 
Should look askance at it, for nine times 
out of tenm.the thing will prove a fizzle. 
Needless to mention instances. A doctor 
owes it as a moral duty to his patients 
NOT to be misled by the artifices of shrew 
promoters and the enthusiasm of gullible 
zealots, of whom there are plenty in the 
medical ranks. But when a thing has made 
its own way through sheer performance, 
the suspicion or opposition of the medical 
professsion should be withdraw. If a doctor 
is too darned cautious about moving for- 
ward he is in danger of losing step with 
his practice. Nowadays people are demand- 
ing these modern benefits, and the doctor 
who deserves the confidence of the public 
will bestir himself to give the people what 
they want—when he can’t quite convince 
them that the thing they want is all bunk. 
Some of our medical journals have “got 
in wrong” on the question of the bloodless 
obliteration of enlarged and diseased ton- 
sils, publishing condemnatory items and 
excluding favorable reports. If these official 
organs purport to represent the medical 
profession or the better element of it, they 
should take off the editorial blinders and 
look over the actual work that this mar- 
velous remedial agency is doing, and then 
open their narrow columns to the men who 
are moving forward with the spirit of the 
time, instead of condemning off hand a 
method of established value, merely because 
in some amateur’s hand it failed to pre- 
vent or clear up a focal infection. 
Diathermy is no flash in the pan. It is 
here to stay, as sure as I am. Although, 
the new modern supersedes the older 
method of tonsillectomy in a large share 
of cases, it does not mean that ordinary 
surgical removal of the tonsils 4 no longer 
advisable or necessary in some cases. No 
more do my little lessons in hygiene insure 
that there shall be no more unnecessary ill- 
ness among people who read or ought to 
read this column.
